“From the simple the complex, from the known the 
unknown,” bears quite fully upon the teaching the 
catechism upon the teaching geography. The 
edge that really counts organized, vital knowledge; and 
the attainment such knowledge impossible without 
correlation. 

The greatest problem all, the art living, equally 
susceptible correlative treatment. Unfortunately there 
are too many instances men like the college professor 
who knew more than any man ought know about the 
fourth dimension but who didn’t have enough practical 
sense put cat out the room. Such cases point 
defective correlation; the various strands existence 
not articulate; the printer would say, they are “out 
register.” 

Correlation, the larger, more vital sense, implies 
appreciation the points contact between formal 
knowledge and the processes existence; realization 
sense proportion bearing upon the multitudinous and 
apparently conflicting details that make much 
daily life; nice discrimination between the things that 
matter little and the things that matter tremendously; 
subordinization means ends, causes effects; 
above all, perception the true nature man and his 
ultimate destiny. 

make all this tangible, coherent,, concrete; bring 
into fruitful practice the workaday life the chil- 
dren, the great work that teachers are bound unto. 
The riddle existence, the parlor philosophers like 
call it, will always remain something riddle; but 
our duty enable the man and women the next genera- 
tion see and prove that the tangle things not 
hopeless tangle. 


Some Recent Developments.—The superintendents 
the schools New York City have recently recommended 
certain changes the course study for the grammar 
grades which will prove interest teachers generally. 
Those who have been watching for some years the 
ways pedagogical winds have been blowing will probably 
see the recommendations that follow tentative return 
the system obtaining before fads beset the 
straight and narrow way curriculum often derided 
oldfashioned. Here are some the superintendents’ sug- 
gestions: 

That the present syllabus nature study with- 
drawn, that the subject unified with hygiene, and that 
the subjects hygiene and nature study shall also 
taught partially connection with geography, with sup- 
plementary reading and with English. 

“2. That grammar, composition, reading, spelling and 
penmanship grouped English work; that attention 
given spelling and penmanship the class work all 
subjects the course; that single system penmanship 
taught throughout the school system, with the adoption 
uniform, simple letter type. 

“3. That only much grammar taught inci- 
dental general instruction English and may re- 
quired insure the use correct oral and written Eng- 
lish the pupils. 

That considerable time devoted reading 
aloud, particularly shorter selections, with wider 
range authors than present. 

“5. That oral English emphasized every grade. 

“6. That general European history taught far 
has bearing the development our own country. 

“7, That shopwork introduced during the 5th year. 

“8. That the teaching music simplified and sing- 
ing work emphasized.” 

The recommendations further call for elastic scheme 
optional courses foreign languages and science 
the upper grades, replace the electives now vogue. 
will interesting see how the optional alterna- 
tive courses, which sound well theory, will work out 
actual practice. 


Conservative are indebted the Catholic 
Educational Association for bulletin the Rev. William 
Power, J., New Orleans, entitled: “The Thorough 
Formation Our Teachers the Spirit and Observances 
Their Respective Orders, Indispensable Condition 
and Successful Pedagogics.” The paper con- 
vincing presentation arguments favor the thesis 
worded the title, and deserves careful consideration, es- 
pecially those the younger generation teachers 
who, with the best intentions the world, are little in- 
clined gaze upon false pedagogical gods. The 
position is, course, impregnable. deny major con- 
tention would deny the existence our teaching 
congregations educational necessities. 

one minor instance, however, the learned author ap- 
pears overstate his case. tells that ‘such emi- 
nent. educators St. Ignatius, St. Joseph Cala- 
sanctius, St. John Baptist Salle, St. Jane Chantal 
and Blessed Mother Barat were all “remarkable for their 
strongly conservative methods.” Perhaps they were; but 
the reading their lives would give some rather defi- 
nite and times painful impressions that the days 
which they lived they were not considered. far 
school organization was concerned. St. Joseph Calasanc- 
tius seems have been something innovator, the 
noblest sense that much-abused word; and the founder 
the Brothers the Christian Schools, with his in- 
vention the mutual-simultaneous method teaching 
and his rigid insistence upon the importance the mother 
tongue the basis education, made changes that must 
regarded radical. The truth is, the founders our 
teaching orders were uncompromisingly conservative 
regards fundamental principles; but the application 
those principles the art pedagogy and the conduct 
schools most them appear have been surprisingly 
ahead their times. 


Note: Especial attention directed the series, 
“Great Catholic Writers Pupils Should Know,” begun 
this issue The Journal. 
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There strong tendency nowadays get down 
the individual teaching.

Our parochial schools where, for reasons financial and 
others, teachers are obliged accept large classes and 
frequently three four grades, exceedingly difficult 
study the individual except very general way; and 
yet knowledge each child the class, his physical, 
mental and moral equipment, prime importance 
the teacher she would her work aright. 

Let say passing, that teacher can teach and 
control more than two grades well, because with any more 
the discipline very apt claim greater share her 
attention than the teaching, for the reason that well 
nigh impossible keep the pupils more than two grades 
busy; and soon children are out work they are 
into mischief. The secret good discipline and con- 
sequence, good teaching, keeping children busy; and 
this cannot done with too many grades. 

The Overburdened Teacher. 

conceded that every teacher should know her 
pupils and keep record them. Yet, how she going 
the study and work necessary with the ever in- 
creasing demands made upon her pastors and school 
superintendents? The teacher herself justified won- 
dering where she can find time add anything her 
already well-filled day, when she obliged 
teach the full quota catechism, grammar, and arith- 
metic, and let her pupils sing Requiem Masses two 
three times week during school time. Any remonstrance 
she may make met with offhand remark the 
effect that “that the school for—to help the 
pastor.” But the pupils not make good show- 
ing examinations those the public schools, the 
blame the teacher’s—not that the one who gave 
order that interfered with the school work. 

Some, too, seem act the principle that the more 
they demand the more they will get; and they are prob- 
ably right from their own point view, but they gain 
the sacrifice the teacher’s health—and simply 
inhuman pile work upon teachers the extent that 
often done. The Humane Society our cities takes 
charge those who mistreat animal. have some- 
times wished they might take the cudgels behalf 
teachers.

member it, still less, tell her—say, “Teacher does not 
like me. wonder why?” And she may have committed 
herself but once.

The plan 
and following remarks and suggestions are offered now 
the hope that will benefit some teacher and help 
form working basis for further attempts someone 
earnest about teaching. 

Precocious and Dull Children. 

The precocious child class may the chief trouble, 
for more difficult keep her busy. She usually 
self-satisfied, conceited, disdainful less favored class- 
mates, lacks patience with the slow, and wants lead. 
She stimulus the normally bright child, who 
eager well her more favored neighbor. The 
child who “has study for what she little trouble 
teacher, but her faults character are more difficult 
label, however; she apt proud and sensitive, 
far more secretive than her brilliant companion, and in- 
clined criticism and pouting. 

The dull child generally very lovable, and her at- 
tempts subdue difficulties are pathetic. There usually 
some one thing she can well, and she responsible 
the extreme. She easily discouraged, and somewhat 
retiring disposition. 

After’ the precocious child, the lazy and the mis- 
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chievous are the most troublesome. The mischievous boy 
—for some reason other the mischievous child al- 
ways boy—must kept busy, and well worth 
time and effort plan special work for him and 
provide him abundantly with material for his over- 
active brain exercise itself upon; and even then, bit 
punishment will order occasionally. Don’t under 
any set circumstances let him know bothering 
you. Control yourself and take his pranks with outward 
calm, thought the temperature inside above the normal. 
Failure attract attention often proves effective re- 
proof, for mischievous acts require the stimulus recog- 
nition for continued repetition. 


The Lazy and Bad Among Pupils. 


The lazy child offers problem very serious 
nature, for there usually some physical defect ail- 
ment cause, and until removed, removal 
possible, there not much hope any very great progress 
towards industry. Make the child work, ever 
little, and for the mischievous urchin, provide great 
little lessons easily within the grasp laziness 
and insist upon their being done. they are not done 
well to-day, vary them somewhat and give them again 
tomorrow, but keep the child working something until 
work becomes habit. And careful not become dis- 
couraged before does. 

The faults character belonging the different 
grades intellect have been named rather than the 
virtues, not because they are more importance, but 
because, like the proverbial sore thum, they are always 
sticking out, that one can not fail see them and 
they form good starting point for observation work, 
but the good qualities should always given the prefer- 
ence. Teachers, rule, not take much pains dis- 
cover the good child. Nor they make the most 
when they find it. matter fact, everyone, 
young and old, has very great deal more good than bad 
his makeup, but are inclined pick flaws that 
unconsciously. The aim the teacher should 
cultivate the good and check the bad; and the law 
physics that says “no two things can occupy the same 
space the same time” applies here. Keeping the good 
full force necessarily excludes bad. 

There claim infallibility the diagnosis the 
different classes children enumerated. Human nature 
too varied and complex for any general diagnosis 
absolutely correct—hence the necessity studying each 
well remember that while the chilld the sum total 
his ancestors, their claims him and his them are 
not equally divided, and may owe more one than 
another. 

Physically Defective Children. 


studying the child his physical part must not 
overlooked. child with adenoids, defective sight 
hearing, will much school work until the proper medi- 
cal attention has been redered. Neither will the child 
who suffering for food, who unhappy because 
home school conditions good work. sympathetic 
appreciationu will often lessen the last named difficulty. 

Finally, should borne mind that the child 
bundle qualities, good and bad, for which 
more responsible the first instance than for exist- 
ence, and not fair blame him for the evil has 
inherited. had any choice the making his dis- 
position the forming his character would give 
himself the best everything. does not care 
lazy, untruthful, deceitful, dishonest, possess the 
germ any the many other vices which require care 
and extreme attention correct; therefore, not 
too hard him. How many your own faults have 
you really corrected the span long life? 

When child tells you lie, don’t place all the blame 
him—it may untruthful ancestor showing himself 
—and above all, don’t conclude because one lapse that 
the child liar forever. may have been tempted 
and failed only that once his life. Correct him, 
all means, but use the gentle, kindly means you would 
like have practiced yourself some relative 
yours. “You, who can with good grace, smash the idols, 
but careful the Apply this the child. 
Correct his faults—more encouraging his virtues than 


wreaking vengeance the frail vessel. After the 
Divine Model, aim meek and humble heart, par- 
ticularly dealing with the little child, that heaven 
may lie about him during school days well his 
infancy. 


WHY GIRLS LEAVE SCHOOL. 


The idea that children leave school work, be- 
cause their parents need the money, vigorously com- 
batted bulletin ijust ssued the United States 
Bureau Education. The authors the bulletin have 
made careful study trade and labor conditions among 
girls Worcester, Mass., preliminary the establishment 
trade school for girls. They find that from one- 
half three-fourths the girls work the factories 
could have had further schooling they had wanted 
their parents had cared insist upon it. 

The survey showed that the number girls between 
and years age who leave school constantly 
increasing. During the last five years many more girls 
betweenu those ages left the Worcester schools than can 
accounted for increase population. Only about 
per cent them had finished the grammar schools; 
most them left the sixth and seventh grades. 

Why did the girls leave school? Various reasons were 
assigned the girls Some thirty girls Said 
they “did not like school;” “could not get along wit hthe 
teacher;” were not promoted; wanted work. 
Two were working help pay piano. One thes 
was cash girl who had left the ninth grade 
Another was girl fifteen from the eighth grade, who 
went work corset factory for and rose $4.82. 
Still another girl was taking music lessons and contribut- 
ing the payment the piano. 

Twenty-seven girls were found home. some cases 
they had left help housework, while few had left 
time temporary stress and then had not returned 
school. Four girls had changed places with the mother, 
who worked corset factory, laundry, some such 
place, while the girl, whose wage earning power was 
small, kept house for the cother the children. 

Curious differences what the parents thought they 
could afford were discovered: “The mother family 
eight children, living apparently direst poverty, would 
have been glad have sacrificed and pinched still further 
have had her daughter stay school longer, she 
would. The mother another family six, living 
comfortable apartment house, with hardwood floors, piano, 
and other luxuries, said her daughter wished stay 
school longer, but the burden supporting the family 
was too heavy for the father bear alone; the girl 
Swedish family revealed carpenter and his wife, wash- 
er-woman, who had just built and owned new three- 
story apartmena house. Yet the year old daughter with 
seventh grade education had been sent work 
pape rgoods factory “The question ‘Why 
did you leave school?’ was put some 336 more mature 
workers the corset trade. Ninety-one per cent these 
women had left school between the ages and 16, and 
fully per cent because their dislike school be- 
cause they wanted work. 

the opinion the authors the bulletin, conditions 
such were found Worcester emphasize the imperative 
need for special training practical sort for girls 
between the ages and 15. the main the children 
left school simply because they disliked the school work. 
Not getting the kind training they might have liked 
and would have profited by, they blindly joined the army 
shifting, inefficient, discontented girls that from one 
monotonous factory job another, and, because their 
lack training, rarely rise above the class low paid, 
unskilled workers.

Great Catholic Writers Pupils Should Know 


Brother Leo, C., 
Professor English St. Mary’s College, Oakland, California. 


Way Introduction: The purpose these little 
papers present some simple studies Catholic 
literature for the guidance and stimulation Catholic 
teachers. They are prepared the belief that the treat- 
ment ordinarily accorded such great writers St. August- 
ine and St. Teresa has been devotional historical 
bibliographical philosophical controversial, rather 
than mainly literary. These papers aim dealing with 
the authors from frankly literary viewpoint. 

What, might reasonably asked, understood 
literary viewpoint? The answer would involve definition 
literature, and the framing such definition, satis- 
fying once the logician and the artist, prospect 
that might well give pause. But roughly speaking, 
may say that the literary viewpoint mean the view- 
point human emotion. Man, through the ages, has 
loved and suffered and aspired and renounced; has 
cherished ideals and forgotten them turns; has 
bathed his soul the vision the eternal stars and mired 
his feet the ways sin; has felt upon his heart 
the cold touch despair and his eyes have kindled with 
the light hope. Now, the record all these varied 
emotions and the manifestations them the literature 
the world; and that portion springing from the 
inspiration Catholic faith and practice rightly call 
Catholic literature. 

record necessarily implies recorder; and liter- 
ature, which human record, implies the great writer. 
The great writer ordinarily possesses what known 
large human appeal; knows life and men in- 
timate, sympathetic way. Like all possess the 
capacity for loving, suffering, striving, aspiring, rejoicing; 
like all knows something the pangs re- 
nunciation, the lusts the flesh. the joys fellowship, 
the blackness despair; but unlike most the great 
writer possesses the God-given gift being able put 
his feeling into the musician and the 
sculptor put theirs, the into sound, the other into 
stone—and thereby fashion artistic product. Speaking 
the name the vast majority men and women, 
Tennyson has rightly said: 


“Along the slender wires speech 
Some message the heart sent; 
But who can tell the whole that’s meant? 
Our deepest thoughts are out reach.” 


But with the great writer otherwise. His deepest 
thoughts are not out reach. possesses the gift ex- 
pression; and expressing what his heart ex- 
presses what the heart humanity. Thus that 
reading the great books the world often behold 
our own countenance glass; often pause 
exclaim, “How true that is!” What whispered the 
chambers life, the great books the world verily 
shouted from the housetops. 

Catholicism prominent factor the life the 
race, prominent element literature, the record 
that life. And the writers whom are consider 
this series papers are the men who, possessed the 
art literary expression, incorporated their writings 
various strands that strong Catholic influence which has 
been for nearly twenty centuries the leaven the world. 
are justly proud them, for they are our very own. 
Theirs has been significant contribution our Christian 
heritage. And meant that students Catholic 
schools should learn something their lives and works 
and influence. 


THE EVANGELISTS. 
The Gospels Literature: prelude this study 
should recommend reading short passage the 
Gospel according St. John—the eighteenth chapter, 


from verses 38. are all familiar with it—in 
way. part the story the Passion Our 
Lord, and inspired and veracious account some- 
thing that actually happened the first Good .Friday. 
has time and again been part our spiritual read- 
ing, have heard quoted the pulpit, have heard 
chanted part the solemn ceremonies Holy 
Week. have paid the tribute our attention, our 
reverence, perhaps even our tears. have thought 
many ways, but have not thought liter- 
ature. 

And yet literature—one those supreme triumphs 
human expression which the great writers rise only 
the fulness their might. Pilate, that passage, 
passes into the great company the literary immortals, 
for becomes for all time human type. represefits 
the human race and every member the human race. 
The history the world for nineteen hundred years 
projection that scene graphically described St. 
John—the great ones the earth have ever questioned 
the church, and the church has ever borne testimony 
the truth; and every one that the truth heareth her 
voice. And the story every man born into the world 
likewise projection the story Pilate. Like Pilate 
are prone ask idle questions; like Pilate, are 
slaves petty prejudice (“Am Jew?”); like Pilate, alas, 
ask, what truth?, and wait not for answer. 

Thus considered, the passage studied from literary 
viewpoint—from viewpoint, that is, which considers the 
great books the world records and interpretations 
the human spirit. not narrow viewpoint; its range 
sweeps the total human ken. Yet distinctive 
viewpoint; not the viewpoint theology phil- 
osophy history philology—with all them has 
some common ground, but never confused with 
any them. 

That passage from the Gospel St. John but one 
scores and scores instances affording opportunities 
for rich literary study. Herod, the centurious, the tea 
lepers, the Syrophenecian woman, the rich young man, the 
doctor the law, and many other even the minor 
personages appearing the sacred text constitute group 
strongly marked literary types. Indeed, from what- 
ever special literary aspect the Gospels regarded— 
whether from the essential points view truth 
life and character, from the secondary ones structure, 
style and forms discourse—the writings the Evan- 
gelists constitute rare literary material. understanding 
this fact makes plain the reason why, independent even 
their character sacred writings, the Gospels have 
made deep impression the subsequent literature 
the world. 

Method Study: Unanimity regards principles 
and liberty regards methods has been found 
practical rule the teaching literature. Accordingly, 
here setting down tentative method for the literary 
study the Evangelists, far from assuming dog- 
matic attitude. Several classes have found helpful 
arriving appreciation the Gospels literature, 
and hoped that least few teachers will find 
stimulating. 

The first step select some passage from the 
Gospels, such that from St. John which have employed 
this paper, and series comments and questions 
bring certain literary characteristics the notice 
the class. most the students this will mean fresh 
outlook, new vista thought. Interest aroused the 
study and prospect pleasure and profit suggested. 

Next should come study each the four Gospels 
detail. This study will include (not necessarily the 
order given here) the following points: 

The life and personal characteristics the Evan- 
gelist. 
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(2) rapid preliminary reading the text. 

(3) summarizing the events Our Savior’s life, 
recorded the text. 

The virtues Our Lord emphasized the Evan- 
gelist. 

(5) The circumstances under which and the class 
people for whom the Gospel was originally written. 

(6) The selection passages embodying fine types 
narration, description and exposition. 

(7) The selection characters that seem especially 
typical human nature and afford comparison with 
characters literature previously studied. 

(8) The selection and memorizing short passages 
noted for their inherent truth, beauty and sublimity. 

Now, the class ready for comparative study 
the four Evangelists. comparison that the par- 
ticular qualities each writer, his personal note 
the inspired writing, best appreciated. This phase 
the study should bring out such facts as: 

(1) St. Matthew wrote demonstrate that the per- 
son Our Lord the Messianic prophecies were fulfilled. 

(2) St. Mark’s Gospel find numerous slight 
touches that furnish setting background, when 
read that the boat the occasion the storm Our 
Lord was sleeping “on pillow.” 

(3) St. Luke makes frequent references and allusions 
the political and social peculiarities the times 
which writes. His Gospel whole excellent 
piece historical writing. 

(4) St. John’s Gospel less orderly narrative 
events like the Synoptic Gospel than series personal 
reminiscenes the Master, fondly recorded “the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved.” 

(5) The sublime introduction the fourth Gospel 
served make clear the Greek mind the true concep- 
tion the divinity Our Lord. 

(6) The story Our Lord’s Passion told the 
Evangelists with surprising restraint; there hardly any 
display partisanship and but little rigor phrase. 

Further steps the study, according the mental 
development and the resources the class, would be: 

(1) The history the Gospel texts: When and 
what language they were originally written and their sub- 
sequent textual history, including the most famous trans- 
lations. 

(2) The alleged disparities the four Gospel narra- 
tives. 

(3) The teaching the church concerning the inspired 
character the Holy Scriptures, with special reference 
the Gospels. 

(4) The influence the Evangelists subsequent 
writers. This would include the selection Gospel pas- 
sages from work previously studied. 

(5) Quotations from the Old Testament contained 
the Gospels. 

(6) Comparison Gospel characters with other 
figures literature: For example, Pilate and Macbeth. 

word warning may uttered here. Equal 
emphasis not placed all the topics listed. The 
teacher must guided the ever blessed sense pro- 
portion and must avoid letting the study develope into 
memory exercise lecture schedule lesson 
philology game authors. Whatever discursions 
that may made into the fields history theology 
grammar symbolism are justified, from the point 
view this study, only far they aid the class 
reaching appreciation the Gospels literature.

The scope such papers and discussions practically 
limitless. The discussions especially should serve 
correlate the literary study the Evangelists with the 
study Christian Doctrine, history, geography, short, 
with almost everything within the range the students’ 
knowledge.

SEVEN YEARS.

“Without you can nothing,” says our Blessed 
Lord and who created knows best our 
helplessness, our weakness, and our frailty and 
can accept this judgment infallible. He, too, knows 
best, the sources our strength, the remedies for our 
spiritual ills, and the means which the delicate mech- 
anism our moral nature may re-adjusted when has 
become deranged. All these sources and remedies and 
means renovating and repairing our spiritual being, 
His infinite mercy and has provided 
the Sacraments His Church. They lie close hand 
for our use and the fault our own fail profit 
them. Can begin apply these wonderful aids 
our spiritual life too early? seems unreasonable 
think so. Our venerable Pontiff, Pius the Tenth, has 
created revolution the world religious thought, 
his late proclamation the duties the Church 
regard Holy Communion for children and the re- 
sponsibilities the little ones the matter. 

However familiar the doctrine may the theo- 
logians and confessors, astonishing and strange 
the ordinary Christian whose training has been such 
give him tendency towards different view the 
question. the supreme Pontiff, however, recognize 
the infallibility Christ himself, and gladly accept 
the new regulation, saying with St. Peter, “Thou hast the 
words eternal life.” Our duty now set work 
and co-operate with our Holy Father his zealous en- 
deavor “to renew all things Christ.”

Now, this decree the Holy 
Father has been issued, will necessary get the 
simplest catechism and teach orally, devoting much time 
and attention instructions suitable the minds 
these very young children, and particular stress should 
placed upon points confession and Holy 
Communion. 

soon the little ones enter our schools, or, 
have parochial schools, our Sunday schools, the 
teachers must see parents have done their duty teach- 
ing the children their prayers. This fact having been 
ascertained, there should two divisions made, one 
for those ignorant their prayers and the other for those 
more advanced. 


Preparation For First Confession. 

Then comes the preparation for first confession, which 
should begun once for the advanced class be- 
ginners. This class children will comprise those be- 
longing truly Catholic families which the prevalence 
religious atmosphere has already awakened the faith 
and drawn the attention the children the existence 
God and His claims upon their love and devotion. This 
has been exemplified for them the lives their parents 
and relatives, teachers and others whom they look upon 
models. 

Long lessons the catechism are not essential 
this period, but explanations the matter, form, and 
other necessary points should given. Each new instruc- 
tion should prefaced little review the subjects 
treated the previous lessons. These, course should 
include God’s power, goodness, mercy, love, etc., but 
especially His great love for little children, and likewise, 
what little children owe Him—the love their whole 
hearts. These lessons given for confession are the foun- 
dation for Holy Communion. 

Between the first confession and First Communion, 
would well allow short time elapse, order 
that their tender minds may not too much strained. 
The first confession great undertaking for little ones 
and wholly occupies their attention.: During this interval, 
thorough and earnest instruction should continued, 
dwelling particularly upon the great love our Lord for 
children, until their little hearts are imbued with the 
thought that they are loved our Blessed Savior. 

Both for confession and Communion, examples and 
illustrations are more impressive and far-reaching than 
many definitions and long explanations doctrinal kind, 
which would only confuse their infant minds. Then, too, 
these examples should not the kind which tend 
fill their little hearts with terror. This has often been 
the means turning child’s heart away from God, in- 
stead exciting ardent love and desire very 
near Him. 

The pernicious influence this Jansenistic doctrine 
has often been felt, long years after manhood has been 
reached, and sometimes carried the grave. 

Teaching Love God. 

personal love God and childlike fear grieving 
Him because His great love, goodness, and worthiness, 
lasts longer, and brings the child nearer His Father 
Heaven. this time, too, the habit making short 
visits the Blessed Sacrament should formed after 
little explanation the nature such acts. The pres- 
ence our Lord the tabernacle should especially 
dwelt upon and the reason why comes into the little 
white host, which they see the hands the priest, be- 
cause, much brighter than the sun, which they 
cannot look without being dazzled, must come 
them form which they can behold. must made 
clear their minds that the same dear Lord who 
blessed the ones when came upon earth, that 
there listening them when they come Him; that 
when they wrong, they must Him confession 
and tell Him how sorry they are. The impression made 
insisting that can see into their very hearts and 
knows their secret thoughts lasting one when prop- 
erly explained and helps much producing the proper 
dispositions for worthy confession and Communion. 


These truths should frequent repetition gradually 
instilled into their minds. This work preparation 
doubly hard one, when all has done the Sunday 
School hour, and too great care cannot given the 

classes, according the degrees discretion 
manifested the children. essential that teachers 
these infant classes should able bring their minds 
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down the level the child’s understanding, using 
language suitable their tender years, and they must also, 
like the Angelic Doctor, earnest the throne light, 
drawing their inspiration from the foantain Divine 
Wisdom. There are many and various means making 
the knowledge and love our Blessed Lord dawn 
child’s mind, susceptible early impressions; but there 
none more effective than that which the power 
Christian parents use. Who can estimate the value 
few words wholesome instruction instilled into 
the child’s mind, when the excitements and distractions 
the day having vanished, about retire his 
innocent slumbers, and drinks without effort and with- 
out resistance, the beautiful truths faith and devotion, 
coming form the lips those whom loves! 


Children Cften Precocious Faith. 

Many instances the wonderful precociousness 
children matters faith could quoted, but one that 
struck forcibly, told good Christian mother, who 
retiring her pew, after receiving Holy Communion, 
found her little daughter’s arm around her neck and 
loving kiss imprinted her lips, while the little one ex- 
plained that she was kissing dear Jesus. example 
especially dear the hearts the Dominicans the 
story Blessed Imelda, longing with all the warmth 
her young heart for Jesus come her the Sacrament 
His love, and who, being refused, account her 
extreme youth, was tenderly and signally favored 
the Divine Lover Children. 

late writer, speaking Catholic instruction for 
children, tells that the Sacraments appeal special 
manner our love—that each one personal contact 
Jesus with the individual soul, and makes love 
fundamental principle the training the young. 
also says, “Formulas not thoroughly understood and as- 
similated unto active thoughts are mere beatings the 
Another truth which touches upon our subject, 
learn from him the following statements: 

“Who holds the hand the childhood to-day, holds 
the hand the manhood tomorrow—the whole future 
the Catholic Church America.” 

This evidently the thought our Holy Father, and 
the advantages receiving Communion early child- 
hood will compensate for whatever additional labor en- 
tails. 

not hesitate attempt preparing children for 
their first confession the age seven, and yet 
really difficult, not more so, than the preparation 
for Holy Communion. preparing them for first confes- 
sion, have teach little children the existence God, 
the evil sin, the necessity sorrow for sin, the love 
God for them, and must try inspire them with 
fear offending Him. 

try impress upon their minds the fact that 
God ever present and that sees and knows clearly 
all their most secret thoughts, words, and actions. 
should take much thought and time impress them 
with the idea that Jesus Chirst truly present the 
Sacred Host and that His human heart throbbing there 
really their own, and that desires their love, what 
reason there think that they would not realize it, 
least well they confession? Later instruction 
and the practice frequently approaching both Sacra- 
ments increase, know, the knowledge and apprecia- 
tion those sacred duties. 

Sin darkens the understanding and these little ones 
are usually sinless; consequently their little minds are 
better prepared than they are on, for instructions 
beautiful and touching mystery the Holy Eucharist. 
From the questions and remarks often hear from little 
children feel that there truth this saying the 
poet: 

“Heaven lies about our infancy,” 

and, this so, can undoubtedly keep near 
the little ones for many years beyond the period early 
childhood leading them the knowledge and love 
Him who said: “Suffer little children come unto Me,” 
and especiaily instilling early desire for 
Holy Communion ere they have lost the sanctifying grace 
which Baptism brought into their souls. The augmenta- 
tion grace produced them each Holy Communion 
would wonderfully fortify their little souls against temp- 
tation and would create horror for sin. 


The Essentials Child’s Preparation.

Love the very life child—the one thing which 
naturally craves and expects receive, from every one 
around him—that which gives abundaatly those who 
have won him. child learns love before learns 
judge. should the aim parents and teachers, 
therefore, impress the child early with the thought 
God’s love for him and try direct the affections 
his childish heart its proper object. para- 
mount importance, that those confide the 
sacred trust training these little innocents for the most 
important act life should know how captivate the 
hearts their precious charges for their Mystic King. 
Devotion the Infant Jesus should fostered and asso- 
ciated with the Sacred Host and the presence our 
Savior the tabernacle. 

Appeals the child’s mind may made through 
questions, suggestions pictures, etc., which the truth 
may vitalized without too much mental effort the 
child’s part. How easily good parent the Sisters may 
instrust the little ones confided their care answer- 
ing the questions that follow returning from Mass and 
Benediction! Breathlessly they listen the marvelous 
story the Last Supper and Calvary renewed our 
altars. 

The child naturally trustful. There guile his 
heart, knows nothing the deceptions practiced the 
world around him, and the simplicity his little mind 
can readily trained trust implicitly the power 
and goodness the loving Jesus the Holy Eucharist.

well have special period for phonics, usually 
five minutes before the noon and afternoon dismissal. 


the teacher introduces variety and keeps the little 
minds the alert, the phonics period can made very 
interesting. 

must remembered that phonics not end 
itself; just tool, key which enables the little 
folks master the mechanics reading. 

For the first lessons, one phonogram day enough. 
Every day the preceding day’s lesson must reviewed 
order fix the phonograms the children’s minds. 
The drill cannot After several 
phonograms are taught, they may arranged the fol- 
lowing manner the board, told the children: 


Individual work must done sure that 
all are giving the right sounds. Oftentimes children get 
into wrong pronunciation, which may due 
fault the vocal organs. Happy ought the 
teacher be, who discovers such defects and corrects 
them! 

The ingenious teacher can work out several devices 
make the phonic drill interesting. One device give 
several children different phonograms. These children 
hide the room. child the room calls certain 
phonogram; the child whom the phonogram belongs 
comes from his hiding place. He, turn, calls phono- 
gram, too, and the game continues.

THE RED-HEADED WOODPECKER 

Florence Merriam Bailey Audubon Leaflet No. 

The woodpeckers are band foresters most 
whom spend their lives saving trees. Many them 
their work hidden the dark forests, but the Redheads 
hunt largely out plain sight passers-by. Why? 
Because, while they devour enough enemies the trees 
deserve the name foresters, they are particularly 
fond vegetable foods and large beetles found the 
open. 

fence. Down drops pick ant grass- 
hopper from the ground; then shoots catch 
wasp beetle the air. Nor does stop with fly- 
catching. Nutting—beechnutting—is one his favorite

pastimes; while berries, fruits, and seeds are all his 
taste. If, his appreciation the good things that 
man offers, the Redhead rare occasions takes bit 
more cultivated fruit berries than his rightful share, 
his attention should diverted planting some 
his favorite wild fruits, such dogwood, mulberry, 
elderberry, chokeberry, wild black cherry. 

But, judging what bird’s fair share man’s 
crops, many things should considered.

And then, last, come the days when the gray- 
headed youngsters, from hanging out the window,, 
boldly open their wings and launch into the air. Anxious 
times these are for old when the watcher’s 
admiration may roused heroic deeds parental 
love; for many parent bird fairly flaunts the face 
the enemy, trying say, “Kill me; spare 
young!” 

One family redheads once gave delightful 
three weeks. When the old birds were first discovered, 
one was stub meadow. When joined its 
mate, the farmer was coming with oxen and hayrack 
take the rows haycocks that led down the field, 
the pair flew slowly ahead along line locusts, peek- 
ing quietly the bark each tree before flying on. 
the foot the meadow they flew over grove 
the adjoining pasture. 
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was July, was easy draw conclusions. And 
when went the grove investigate, the pair were 
much alarmed that they once corroborated 
conclusions. Did mean harm? Why had come? 
One leaned far down across dead limb and 
inspected me, rattling and bowing nervously; the other 
stationed itself the back branch over which 
peered with one eye. Both them cried “krit-tar- 
every time ventured take step. they 
positively wouid rot commit which one 
the many woodpecker holes sight belonged 
them had make tour the grove. 

its edge was promising old stub with number 
big, round holes and, picking stick, rapped 
the trunk. Both birds were over head instant, 
rattling and scolding till you would have thought 
had come chop down the tree and carry off the 
young before their eyes. felt injured, but having found 
the nest could afford watch from distance. 

was not long before the old birds began feeding 
their young. They would fly the stub and stand 
under the nest while rousing the brood rattling into 
the hole, which had the muffling their 
voices. When, they flew back and forth yellow- 
hammer stopped passing, they drove him off 
hurry. They wanted that grove themselves. 

next visits, if, many precautions, 
they discovered me, they flew dead tree tops watch 
me, startled angry “quarr, quarr, quarr” over 
head. When they found that made attempt 
near the nest, however, they finally put with 
and went about their business. 

After being the nest together they would often 
fly off opposite directions, hunt different beats. 
one hunted the grove, the other would out 
the rail fence. high maple was favorite lookout and 
hunting-ground for the one who stayed the grove, 
and cracks the bark afforded good places wedge 
insects into. The bird who hunted the fence, 


suspecting grub rail,, would stand motionless 


robin the grass, apparently listening; but when 
the right moment came would drill down rapidly and 
spear the grub. insect passed that way the redhead 
would make sally into the air for it, sometimes shoot- 
ing straight for fifteen twenty feet and coming 
down almost straight; others flying out and back 
down over the ground. But oftener than all, perhaps, 
flew down onto the ground pick something 
which its sharp eyes had discovered there. Once 
brought some insect, hit against the rail, gave 
business-like hop and flew off feed its young. 

The young left the nest between visits, but when, 
chancing focus glass passing woodpecker 
discovered that its head was gray instead red, 
knew for certainty what had happened. The fledgling 
seemed already much home its wings. flew 
out into the air, caught white miller and went back 
the tree with it, shaking and then rapping vigor- 
ously against branch before venturing swallow it. 


the youngster flew, followed, rousing robin 


who made such outcry that one the old redheads 
flew over alarm. “Kik-a-rik, kik-a-rik,” cried 
hurried from tree tree, trying keep eye 
while looking for the youngster. Neither could 
find for some time, but after looking vain over the 
west side big tree rounded the trunk and found 
calmly sitting branch the east side—which 
goes prove that never safe say woodpecker 
isn’t tree, you have both sides! 

The old redhead found the lost fledgling about the 
time that did and flew over with what looked like 
big grub. the delectable sight, the youngster drop- 
ped all its airs independence, and with weak infantile 
cries turned and opened wide its bill!

father.and son, the side flagpole, out the big 
wide world together. The old bird’s head glowed crim- 
son the strong sunlight, and was fortunate indeed 
that only friends were by. 

The striking tricolor makes the redheads such good 
targets that they are especial danger from human 
enemies and need loyal, valiant defenders wherever they 
live. And what privilege have birds such 
interesting habits and beautiful plumage your neigh- 
borhood! How the long country roads are enlivened, 
how the green fields are lit up, one the brilliant 
birds rises from fence-post and flies over them!

oak where you can watch them; and even pass- 
ing glimpse occasional visit something 
thankful for.

NATURE STUDY—AGRICULTURE 
FOR 


Early this month, even late September, the work 
selecting corn and the various sorghums for seed 
should begun. this work influence the farmer 
children, should begun early that 
may talked about home. The work can done 
best advantage first having class discussion 
the desirable qualities and characteristics consid- 
ered and then making trip the field. The field trip 
should for the purpose actual selection corn 
and sorghum seeds. 

For the latitude the corn belt states almost the 
primary requisite for sorghum seed early maturity. 
All the sorghums are natives warm lands, therefore 
they should planted late the spring when the soil 
warm. Their long period growth frequently causes 
them unripe when the first severe frosts come, there- 
fore select always the earliest maturing desirable heads. 
The heads should shoot well out the boot 
freer from injury from rain and insects. Heads should 
well filled from base tip, with plump, large grains, 
and both grains and hulls awns should the 
proper color for that variety. most the grain 
sorghums, the heads should close and compact and 
kafir long and cylindrical. Milo heads are shorter 
and thicker. They must free from smut and insects. 
all cases, they must conform the general type 
the variety and also selected from plants growing the 
proper distance from other plants and under the average 
field conditions. 

While doing this work, students will learn much about 
the varieties sorghums studied, the dryness juiciness 
their pith, leafiness, coarseness stalk, etc. These 
characters are importance from the forage standpoint. 

Practically the same points may considered 
selecting seed corn. maturity, trueness type, 
color, size ear, height ear, angle ear and stalk, 
coarseness plant, etc., must all considered. The 
stalk which the ear borne, must have grown under 
ordinary field conditions for the stand. 

After the work selection has been done the field, 
the sorghum seed should tied small bundles long 
strands and hung dry and cure. The corn may 
put drying rack strung and hung dry. These 
seeds should kept from severe freezing. They should 
thoroly dried early the fall. 

The work selection should done taking the 
class the field and doing the work there. Only little 
practice need given preparing the corn and 
sorghum ears for drying and winter storage. 

POTATOES 


Those who studied last month’s suggestions, recall that 
part the work was given the selection good 
seed potatoes. One might not able select seed for 
large field this way, but could select enough plant 
small “seed plot” each year. continued selection 
this way, the farmer would soon have fine strain 
potatoes.

The potato stores its food very largely the form 
starch. The starch grains may secured slicing the 
potato very, very thin and washing these slices cold 
water. The starch grains are washed out the cells 
which were broken the cutting and sink the water 
fine white powder. With little care considerable 
amount these starch grains may collected. This 
done carefully pouring off the water 
after the starch has settled. 

Iodine turns starch blue and this test 
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used for starch. the iodine applied the raw potato 
frequently gives purple color. This partly due 
the presence other substances and partly because 
iodine does not readily affect uncooked starch. Cook 
some slices potato water, allow them cool and 
then add the water drop two tincture 
iodine. The result always very interesting chil- 
dren. 

The Germans use potato starch many ways and 
make many things from it. For instance they make al- 
cohol for fuel from considerable proportion their 
potato crop. 

During October, good time prepare land for 
the potato crop next year. The land should not have 
potatoes last year and possible not for two years. 
should have been kept clean and well cultivated. 
well rotted manure may applied now and the 
whole plowed deeply and carefully. This plowing gives 
good opportunity destroy all insects, such potato 
bugs, corn ear-worms and the like, which might have 
hibernated the ground. addition, allows the ma- 
lose its plant food the soil and much more 
plant food liberated from the soil the weather 
and possibly bacteria. dry regions this may mean 
the saving much moisture for next year’s crop.

half the area Australia. Norway and Sweden, which 
the map look like great bear creeping out the 
frozen north gobble the small states bordering 
the North sea, are actually only half the size the state 
Venezuela South America. Outside Russia there 
not single country Europe half big Colom- 
bia.” get wrong ideas directions and distances 
well size from flat maps. “For instance, 
schoolboy would tell that the shortest course be- 
tween the Panama canal and Yokohama, Japan, would

believe otherwise without showing him globe and let-

THE MEXICAN SITUATION 

The special message which President Wilson placed 
the hands Acting President Huerta Mexico 
thru the special representative, Mr. Lind, proposing 
terms peace between the warring factions that 
country, has not availed anything thus far. Acting 
President Huerta courteously but emphatically declined 
accept the terms President Wilson’s peace propo- 
sition. After waiting some days for President Hureta 
re-open negotiations, which did not do, President 
Wilson convened both houses the 
congress session and placed before that body the in- 
formation contained his message Mexico and that 
country’s reply, together with special message 
congress the situation. President Wilson’s message 
Mexico asked that Acting President Huerta resign his 
office and that announce positively that would not 
candidate for election the presidency, that hos- 
tilities cease, and that presidential election held 
soon possible with the guarantee full and free 
vote the people, and that both sides the war 
agree abide the result the election. Huerta 
his reply made emphatically clear that any one who 
suggested peace him this time was not friend 
his. characterized the insurgents who are fighting 
against him “bandits,” who are beyond the pale 


civilization. says will continue the war until 
conquers them. 


President Wilson’s policy one peace. stands 
for armed intervention the affairs Mexico; for 
strict neutrality, forbidding the exportation arms 
munitions war any kind from the United States 
any part the Republic Mexico; all Americans were 
notified and urged leave Mexico soon possible, 
assistance and transportation being furnished them 
getting away; our government will refuse moral sup- 
port the immoral and incompetent government 
Huerta; will keep steadily before the people Mex- 
ico the assurance our friendship and the offer 
our good offices, and await the outcome. the 
condition affairs Mexico President Wilson his 
address congress said: “The present circumstances 
the Mexican republic, deeply regret say, not 
seem promise even foundation peace. have 
waited many months—months full peril and anxiety— 
for the conditions there improve, and they have not 
improved. They have grown worse, rather. War and 
disorder, devastation and confusion, seem become the 
settled fortunes the distracted country.”

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How Interest Pupils Geography

were give one reason why many our 
pupils dislike geography, would say because each 
lesson nothing more nor less than memory exercise. 
Let part the work memory work, but let much 
larger part the cultivation the imagination and 
the development judgment. 

Concerning the memory part the work: The knowl- 
edge mere names and positions places worth 
little nothing unless the pupil has some interesting 
associations with them. you are asked learn the 
name and position place the memory refuses re- 
tain because has organic connection with any- 
thing else you know. Tell the children something inter- 
esting about the place and let the mere location only 
incidental. For instance, tell the children that the as- 
phalt use our city streets comes from Trinidad 
island. Then have them locate this island. These two 
associated facts will held the mind longer than one 
isolated fact. 

How may geography made means cultivating 

the imagination? leading psychologist our times 
says that imagination is, next the direct action the 
senses, the most important its length, breadth and 
depth all mental powers. 
the first place well away with everything 
that tends cramp the child’s mind within the four 
walls the schoolroom. Some things, maps and the 
sand table, cannot dispensed with, and these are in- 
valuable used the proper way. But can teach 
geography means maps that the mind will 
rarely beyond the map,—i. e., the world and all 
contains limited the colored surface piece 
paper. Now the map, like word, should the means 
recalling reality. So, teach the child thru the map 
and not for the sake the map. And the use the 
sand table not let their minds stick the mud pie. 
the use pictures, and the use objects that 
have come from the region you are studying, and 
taking the pupils imaginary journey thru that 
region, draw their minds away from the representation 
the represented; away from the symbol the sym- 
bolized. 

find unprofitable display class the outline: 
position, surface, drainage, climate, occupations, etc. 
Some such outline that must clearly the mind 
the teacher, but not well put before the 
pupils. They are not concerned with our mechanism 
teaching. They are interested, led ways 
which they know not but which know. the 
teacher’s work throw upon the curtain their minds 
one lovely picture after another, and never any way 
draw their attention the machinery which she 
does it. Teachers are apt wrong use charts, 
maps and outlines keep the child’s mind right there 
the schoolroom, and that real beautiful mountain, 
river city entirely lost sight 

you were say “Rock River” the boys Janes- 
ville, what picture you think would come their 
minds? They would think real river, with its green 
banks, its rippling waters, its curves and windings, its 
treacherous places and its good fishing places and all the 
world associations that you know nothing about but 
which you can guess looking into eager faces and 
sparkling eyes. 

Now ask nine-tenths all pupils who have ever 
studied geography locate the Mississippi River. Not 
much eagerness enthusiasm will apparent. 
look vain for flushed face bright eye. With 
solemn tread Johnnie marches the front the room 
and points out you crooked black mark running 


from north south the map. Johnnie that the 
Mississippi River. green banks! 
waters! any wonder that that boy dislikes geog- 
raphy? 

But how possible make his knowledge the 
Mississippi River refreshing his knowledge 
the river has grown with? the first place, 
utilize his knowledge the river has seen teach- 
ing the new river. Use pietures the river you are 
teaching and pictures scenes along its course. Dis- 
play your class objects that have come from that 
region. the use pictures and objects you can keep 
the eye well the ear exercise during the lesson. 
reach the mind double avenues increase the 
chance success. Take the pupils imaginary 
journey this river. Children are naturally imagina- 
tive. They love these journeys. They will 
climb the highest mountains. They will down into the 
deepest mines. They will stand the North Cape with 
you watching the midnight sun. 

Space will not permit full description that river 
here. But use pictures and objects and taking 
the pupils imaginary journey the river, describ- 
ing the scenery and interesting features either hand, 
teachers can make that name Mississippi river, stand 
for real river and not for black mark the colored 
surface piece paper. 

But this way teaching geography necessitates 
careful preparation for each lesson the part the 
teachers. teacher cannot interest pupil geography 
unless she herself interested and she will not in- 
terested unless she thoroly understands her subjects. 
She must know what the text and great deal 
more besides. Let her consider her text the skeleton 
devoid flesh and blood and life, and let that outside 
reading that she does, and those pictures that she col- 
lects and those objects that she encourages pupils 
bring the flesh and the blood which wil! clothe the 
dry bones. 

ASSIGNING THE LESSON 

The teacher ought know the lesson thoroly 
the time that lesson assigned. She ought spend 
ten fifteen minutes making the assignment. Her 
work during the assignment illuminate the next 
day’s lesson, for, you know, geographical facts seem 
very dull and uninteresting ordinary child when 
met with for the first time the printed page unless 
living teacher has breathed into them the breath 
life. 

Let look two kinds assignments fifth 
grade class. 

the first the teacher says: The lesson for tomorrow 
will the five most important cities England, found 
page seventy-eight your books. And when the 
study period comes, the poor patient schoolboy (for 
sufferance the badge all his tribe), pulls out his 
geography and memorizes such dry facts this: 
“Sheffield ‘the northern part England. the 
center the cutlery industry, being especially noted 
for its knives.” When recitation period comes 
will recite that you, and will point out Sheffield 
the map, and the saddest part all that can 
all that without the movement mental muscle. 

Now let look this other assignment. 

The teacher says her class, want you come 
with today journey. will visit Sheffield 
England. The first thing notice, thru the 
streets this city, the smoke. See the volumes 
smoke pouring out those smoke stacks? The air 
full soot. Listen the roar and the rumble 
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mighty machinery. See those cars filled with coal going 
every direction. One those coal cars approach- 
ing large ugly looking building that seems all 
windows. will enter this building. ‘knife 
factory. There box samples showing the differ- 
ent kinds knives made here. Where did Sheffield 
get the iron that she used making those steel blades? 
Trace, the map, the route that iron would take from 
the country where mined Sheffield. Where did 
she get the metals those brass rivets? Trace the 
route those metals. Where did the silver the 
name plate come from? Trace its route. See the differ- 
ent kinds the handle. There ivory 
handled knife. elephants roam about thru England? 
Then where does Sheffield get its ivory? There 
handle made from tortoise shell. Where does Shef- 
field get tortoise shells? (If they the 
Amazon river they will able answer this). That 
handle over there came from the horn reindeer. 
Where did that reindeer live? Those knives over there 
are called Boston Bones. Why was that name given 
them? 

The above problems are written the black- 
board and the pupils are work them out during their 
study period. Let the teacher take three four other 
cities like manner. She can make the assignment 
ten fifteen minutes taking type cities and 
taking care that the work moves right along. Then 
when the study period comes and the pupil takes out 
his geography and reads, “Sheffield northern Eng- 
the center the cutlery industry, being 
especially noted for its knives,” will read something 
into that statement. 

The teacher should take great care here that she does 
not pour forth all the knowledge she has the sub- 
ject and leave the child little nothing do. Let 
her raising questions and presenting problems lead 


the child discover what she has discovered and 


glad and happy discovers something she has not. 
Let the questions problems written the board 
and let the class study them. You know how children 
love work out puzzles and the same way they de- 
light work out these problems they are within 
their grasp. they have failed solve anyone 


them when comes time recite, then 


lead them the solution during the recitation. they 
give wrong answer not tell them they are wrong, 
but question put them right. 


And will repeat. not impart them all the 
knowledge you possess, but rather, the guide, the 
director, the superintendent their mental activities. 
You would not train boy athlete nor would 
you interest him athletics lifting him over all 
the bars, carrying him all the ladders, defending him 
with your own fists, and him into the world 
fight his own battles. Neither will you interest 
pupil geography nor train him gain strength 
mind pouring forth all the knowledge you possess, 
and allowing him the passive, innocent recipient 
that knowledge without the movement his part 
mental muscle. 

conclusion,—If you were talk sheep grower, 
stock raiser gardener, they would tell you that 
they love their work because they love see things 
grow. And teachers would shape their methods 
instruction that they would feel sure that the minds 
before them were gaining strength day day, then 
know that they could say with the gardener, Jove 
work because love see things grow.” 
teacher loves her work and interested it, then 
follows surely does day follow dawn, her pupils 
will interested too. 


TEACHING PAGEANTRY 


the last Saturday afternoon August inspiring 
spectacle was viewed Central Park, New York City. 
Important lessons New York history and government 
were illustrated big pageant. Five thousand New 
York City’s children under the direction forty leaders 
Park Playgrounds presented costume dances, 
tableaux and pantomime the progress the develop- 
ment New York for three centuries, 1613 1913.

“Suwanee River;” the Revolutionary period, with the 
“March the Boys excellently done; the 
Evacuation New York the English and General 
Washington’s farewell (1783). The 
indicating the flood immigration into this 
country the Irish and Germans (1800) and the 
Italians and Russians (1870-1880) were given with spirit- 
animation children displaying their faces and 
forms the characteristics the races they were portray- 
ing. Then came rapid succession tableaux indicating 
the growth Greater New York. The Grand Rally, 
when the five thousand children gathered around the 
flag, pledging their allegiance the top their voices, 
was Satisfactory ending pleasant afternoon, profit- 
able for young and old alike.” 

This New York pageant offers suggestion other 
cities, big little, for impressing upon young and old 
important lessons local state history and develop- 
ment means the pageant.

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Astronomy the Grades

“Fixed the north shines the bright Pole Star, 
Guiding the sailor’s way from afar; 

Round and round all other stars go, 
But the Pointers always the pole’s place show.” 


Nature study has for some years been receiving 
generous share time the school program, but few 
have made that subject include one its most fascinat- 
ing branches, the study the stars. most attractive 
children, boys and girls alike, have found 
four years’ trial it. Carlyle often quoted hav- 
ing said, did not somebody teach the constel- 
lations, and make home ‘the starry heavens 
which are always overhead and which don’t half know 
this day?” can interest children that their 
attention given the stars they will not 
years feel this loss. Indeed there may greater 
gain than this mere familiarity with the stars, for 
great man Immanuel Kant has said, “There are 
two things that ever fill with new and growing ad- 
miration, the moral law within me, and the starry heav- 
ens above me.” Another great teacher has said that 
nothing calculated purify and elevate the mind 
man astronomical studies, for, says, “Astronomy 
‘an elevated, because elevating science. should 
therefore, rendered attainable all, aye every- 
body.” offers splendid opportunity for field work— 
observation sunrise and sunset paints, lengthening 
and shortening days, phases the moon, observa- 
tions the planets and their movements among the 
fixed stars, etc. 

Children are delighted hunt for the Big Dipper, 
drawing appears them and reproducing the 
blackboard the next day, being given motive the 
old rhyme which says: 

“He who would scan the figured skies, 

Its brightest gems tell, 
Must first direct his mind’s eye north 
And learn the ‘Bear’ stars well.” 

Then how interested they are learn its various 
names, Ursa Major, Big Bear, David’s Car, the Snail, 
the Plow, the Wagon, and Charles’s Wain. The ancient 
Egyptians called the hippopotamus, the American 
Indians, the Polar Bear. 

Next, they may learn the constellation Cassiopeia, 
drawing observed, and again and again from mem- 
ory, and reading the myth concerning its origin. 
the opposite side the pole star from the Big Dipper 
and about the same distance from it, group bright 
stars arranged like irregular this the constel- 
lation Cassiopeia, “The Lady the Chair.” lies 
the course the Milky Way and someone has lik- 
ened its form that zigzag railfence. 

The myths say that Cassiopeia was very beautiful 
queen, and very vain one, who persuaded her husband, 
Cepheus, accompany her the home the gods, 
Mt. Olympus, and there boldly declare herself more 
beautiful than any goddess sea-nymph. Jupiter, 
anger, punished them both placing them the sky, 


their faces turned away from the bears that they might 
not harm them much glance. 

wish however, know not only star groups, but 
the individual stars, accordingly learn the names 


the fourteen first magnitude stars visible the northern 


hemisphere, locating easily that brightest all, Sirius, 
the star near the hunter Orion; then Vega, Capella, 
Pollux, etc. 

Attention soon turns the sister Pleiades, and upon 
hearing their story all are eager try the ancient 
Arabian eye-test and count six, seven, some few nine, 
and marvel that people with exceptional eyesight see 
even twelve, while with the telescope some fifteen 
hundred are visible. One will surely exclaim that these 
form third dipper the sky. The myths concerning 
the Pleiades are several; one they are the hen and 
her chickens,” Alcyone, the brightest one, being the 
mother the brood. Probably most popular that 
the seven sisters fleeing from Orion, who when nearly 
overtaken were rescued Jupiter and placed the 
sky. Bayard Taylor has likened this group golden 


bees upon the mane the bull. Older children will ap- 
preciate the poem, “The Lost Mrs. Hemans, 
and able visit art gallery become admirers 
the exquisite statue called “The Lost Pleiad.” 

learn the ecliptic and able trace across 
the sky, naming the zodiacal constellations visible 
the time, and taking pride knowing not only the 
English but the Latin names. The zodiac belt ex- 
tending eight degrees either side the ecliptic (the 
line which the earth moves its journey around the 
sun). this belt are the “Zodiacal constellations;” 
there are twelve them, and Dr. Porter calls the se- 
ries the “zoological garden” the sky; indeed, with the 
addition Cetus, the whale; Cygnus, the swan; Draco, 
the dragon; Vulpecula, the fox, and Canes Venatici, the 
hunting dogs, there veritable celestial menagerie. 
The ancients who named the zodical constellations 
gave them names with meanings and when the earth 
passed thru the group called the Water Bearer, they 
believed wet weather was sure come; they thought 
that the Scales brought days and nights equal length; 
that the Archer brought the hunting season; Leo, the 
lion, was the bringer heat, and the Egyptians espe- 
cially revered it, since came with the rise the 
Nile. Altho requires imagination see these 
forms the stars, pleasant able recognize 
them, and will give the names the children learned 
them:

FOUR FAMOUS MEDIAEVAL HYMNS. 
Sister Fides, Shepperson, A., 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Doubtless the four best known hymns the middle 
age period are Dies Irae, Thomas Celano, Fran- 
ciscan monk; Stabat Mater, authorship disputed, but at- 
tributed good authority Jacopone Todi, Fran- 
ciscan monk; theCanticle the Creatures, St. Francis 
Assisi; the Pange Lingua, St. Thomas Acquinas. 
Strange ‘say all these hymns, except St. Francis’ 
Canticle the Creatures, are still used the service 
the Catholic Church, and are well known and vitally 
helpful today they were seven centuries ago. They 
were true voices, not echoes—hence they endure. 

Death has always been the world, and the best ex- 
pression the fears and hopes the heart man 
when shadowed the mystery death, lies the voice 
Dies Irae. Sorrow old life, and the great cries 
the height have always overawed and soothed and 
pacified the lower cries the valley; and all love 
sorrow mingles its sighs softly and prayerfully with the 
strong tender voice the supreme Mother Sorrow. 
Praise, the wonder-overflow the mind man when 
magically one with the unknown, the marvelous, the sub- 
lime, whether nature human life—has created 
Deums the literatures all languages. The Parsees 
sang their hymn praise the setting sun; the old 
Hebrew prophet cried aloud words cognizable today, 
all stars heaven, bless the Lord, praise and 
magnify him forever. Sun and moon, bless the Lord: 
light and darkness bless the Lord; fire, hail, snow, ice, and 
stormy depths bless the Lord, praise Him and extol 
Him forever and ever. The Ambrosian hymn the early 
Church arose exultantly over all the horrors the 
centuries barbarian invasions; over all the reformative 
crisis civilization; over all the fiercely fought progress 
the middle ages; over the sixteenth century upheavel— 
the wrongs and sufferings and punishments and conse- 
quent purification the Church; over the forests the 
Red man and the awful wonderland the new world 
where Marquette gazed rapturously upon the mighty 
Father Waters; Ponce Leon search the 
fountain Youth wandered wonderingly 
Balboa first scaling the unknown Andean height gazed 
silent awe upon the wide expanse the Pacific 
Ocean; over change and progress and war-retardations 
and onward and upward strivings the past ages; and 
over the pyrotechnic brilliancies the nineteenth, 
wonderful century; and over this country, this year, this 
day, this hour, has arisen and yet rises the Ambrosian 
hymn the early Church. And like manner the 
Canticles the Creatures, St. Francis’ Hymn 
still voice which the world hears and understands. 

The Pange Lingua preeminently the hymn Faith; 
that faith which under Neronian blackness shone bright 
the catacombs brighter still burning torches 
the midnight madness Rome; that faith which 
spite varying names and formulas and changing surface- 
phrases ever beats vitally the heart Christianity. 
The last two stanzas the hymn Pange Lingua, begin- 
ning with the well known line Tantum ergo Sacramentum 
forms part the Benediction Service the Catholic 
Church. 

And death, sorrow-love, praise-love, and faith— 
those primal wonder-cries the heart man—have found 
undying voice the great Latin hymns the middle 
ages. 


DIES IRAE 
Dies irae dies illa 
Solvet saeculum favilla. 


The chord fear dominantly vibrant mortals 
when the dread presence death. Uncertainty, tran- 
sitoriness, human helplessness, awe the unknown, chord 


tremulously with the fear-chord. Day wrath, that awful 
day—and the earth shall melt away! All cataclysmic up- 
heavels, whether earth, water, fire—seem 
wrathfully pitiless; all human flux and reflux seem 
claim kindred that earth which shall eventually melt 
away. 

Tuba mirum spargens sonum 

Per sepulchra regionum; 

Coget omnes ante thronum. 

And the trumpet scattering awful sound throughout 
the abodes the dead, shall summon all appear be- 
fore the throne. translation can even remotely ex- 
press the force the beauty even the full meaning 
this stanza. The regular tread the trochee, the 
chiseled choice words, the onomatopoeic effect are 
untranslatable. 

Higher than physical fear even tho’ reach the height 
wherefrom awful grandeur rises the conflagration 
which the earth melts away, that fear the soul 
the scrutiny judge who knows all and from whom 
nothing can hidden, who takes bribes excuses, 
and every man that which just. 

honest estimate wrong doing, sturdy admis- 
sion guilt, seem characteristic the generations that 
are gone; they took their own blame and did not try 
shuffle off their parents. Happily the Lombrosian 
theory heredity the ghost Ibsen’s Ghosts had not 
yet been evolutionized. But these men and women 
the long ago were honestly sinful and honestly afraid 
the great trumpet call judgment, they were also 
possession childlike faith which saw prayer 
and confession, and the worthy reception the 
Eucharist remedial force which they might escape 
all the dread penalties sin and the terrors judgment. 
And the fear-chord modulated with hopeful impetration: 
the stanza: 

Rex tremendae majestatis 
Qui salvandos salvas gratis, 
Salva me, fons pietatis. 

King tremendous majesty—thou who savest, save 
me, fount love! 

Then follows the quaint appeal urging reasons why 
God should merciful. The Saviour called upon 
remember that came earth, that suffered and 
died for the sinner; and then artfully the phrase con- 
cludes with the petition, Let mot vast labor 
vain. The Saviour then further urged grant the 
guilty soul that pardon which gave Magdalen and 
the penitent thief. Then with final shudder-wave 
fear mingling with hope and the peace pardon, the 
hymn closes. Amid what scenes solemn splendor has 
the Dies Irae resounded throughout the centuries! The 
Church has the same burial services for the low and 
the lofty, pauper and prince, Breton peasant and Louis 
Grande. 

related that the obsequies Louis XIV., Louis 
the Great, the first words the sermon delivered the 
great pulpit orator Massillon, were God alone great; 
and this utterance the vast audience spontaneously 
arose—a mute tribute the eloquence truth. And the 
Dies Irae thundered amid that scene. 

Death the great leveler, and fitting that 
Mother Church should make distinction over the dead 
forms her children, they are all equally dear her, 
all comparatively unknown, commissioned her keep- 
ing one who knows; over each and over all rise 
impretratively the fears, the hopes. the gentle pleadings, 
deep promise-pardons her Dies Irae.

This Beelzebub’s interpretation the Pope’s in- 
not the doctrine the Catholic Church. 
The teaching the Catholic Church the in- 
fallibility reasonable, Scriptural, and easy believe. 
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The best way find out precisely what Papal infal- 
libility means, get the Church’s own explanation 
it. 

The dogma was defined the Vatican Council July 
18, 1870. That council was the twentieth general council 
held the Church. was attended nearly 700 
gathered together for all over the world, repre- 
senting more than nations and more than 250,000,000 
Christians. Their decision expressed these words: 

“Therefore, faithfully adhering the tradition received 
from the beginning the Christian faith, for the glory 
God our Saviour, the exaltation the Catholic religion, 
and the salvation Christian people, the Sacred Council 
approving, teach and define that dogma divinely 
revealed, that the Roman Pontiff, when speaks 
cathedra, that is. when discharge the office Shep- 
herd and Teacher all Christians, virtue his 
supreme Apostolic authority, defines doctrine regard- 
ing faith morals held the universal Church 
the divine assistance promised him Blessed Peter, 
possessed that infallibility with which the Divine Re- 
deemer willed that His Church should endowed de- 
fining doctrines regarding faith morals; and that, there- 
fore, such definitions the Roman Pontiff are them- 
selves, and not from the consent the Church, irre- 
formable.” 

According this definition Catholics are bound be- 
lieve that the Pope infallible only when speaks 
cathedra, that is, from the chair Peter, discharge 
his office Pastor and Doctor all Christians, 
virtue his supreme Apostolic authority, defining doc- 
trine regarding faith morals, addressing the Universal 
Church, and requiring her hold the doctrine which 
defines. 

understood, the doctrine very limited. means 
when put into brief sentence, that God will keep the 
Pope from teaching error, faith when acts 
head the Church. 

this subject read Cardinal Newman’s “Letter 
the Duke Norfolk” reply Mr. Gladstone’s pamphlet 
called “Vaticanism.” Read also Cardinal Manning’s “True 
Story the Vatican Council.” Read the article Papal 
Infallibility the Catholic Encyclopedia. 

There nothing this doctrine make believe 
that the Pope cannot make mistake man, his- 
torian, author Bishop the diocese Rome. 
may err then, although not likely. But when 
all the five conditions demanded the dogma 
infallibility, the Holy Ghost will keep him from error. 

Similarly Pope, having free will and being human, 
may sin. But doing wrong and teaching truth are en- 
tirely different things. Infallibility not impeccability. 
The Pope infallible God’s will and God’s power, for 
the good the Church, that may sure the 
truth. 

The Catholic Church has always believed that pos- 
sessed infallibility, but was not certain whether this 
divine gift resided the General Councils presided over 
the Pope, the Pope alone. Many theologians al- 
ways held that infallibility was the Pope alone. The 
Vatican Council decided. There was nothing new 
the definition. simply settled, once tur all, what had 
been the common belief the Church. 

This privilege the Pope cannot exercised arbi- 
trarily, cannot wrong wiong right, cannot 
change any the articles faith already defined, and 
will never used, except after study and prayer and 
consultation with other Bishops, for the welfare the 
universal Church.

the 16th chapter St. Matthew’s Gospel, verses 
19, Jesus said Peter: 

“Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-Jona, because flesh and 
blood hath not revealed thee (that Christ was God), 
but Father who Heaven.

Out 100,000 school children ex- 
amined New York city, nearly 
per cent. were found have such 
defective eyesight require spec- 
tacles. Philadelphia 354 children 
were discovered who could not read 
distance twenty feet. Bos- 
ton per cent. all the pupils test- 
Almost all these children were down 
mal.” Many them were “stub- 
born and impertinent.” 

Philadelphia, when case de- 
fective eyesight discovered, and the 
parents cannot afford buy spec- 
tacles, the city furnishes them. 
one year the city council appropriated 
the vast sum $300 for the purpose. 
With that money 354 bad and delin- 
quent children were fitted out with 
spectacles. The result was that most 
the children went back their 
regular classes and showed vast 
improvement both scholarship and 
deportment. Cleveland does the same 
thing. Last year cost $300. 

Spectacles won’t transform every 
school dunce devil into 
pet. But will help greatly, and 
costs very much less than 
costs put through the same grade 
for the second time even ten the 
13,000 pupils who failed pass their 
examinations and win promotion 
Chicago last year.
